5 COMMENTS 
It is too early to predict with any degree of certainty what impact 


this new Center concept will have on the LS/ PID. I do believe though that 
it would be safe to generalize some. For instance, a large increase 
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in the number of people cleared for access to the materials in the 

I-KH system is bound to reflect in a greater workload, not only on 

LS/PID, but on all of NPIC. This has already become apparent in a 

limited way as a result of the clearance of some [__]additional OCI 
and OSI analysts during the past 2-3 weeks. 


I believe that a re-orientation of the LS/PID effort might 
be in order as the Center becomes operational. For example, were 
OCR to select and distribute the T-KH material for the DDI offices, 
our Control Clerks would gain some time. On the other hand there 


would probably be a greater emphasis on liaison and require Seve
